Boxes  are  provided  for  receiving  any  Contributions  to  be 
distributed  as  rewards  to  the  Pupils  ; also  a Book  for  entering 
any  Donation  or  Annual  Subscription  which  Visitors  may  be 
disposed  to  give  to  the  Institution.

REPORT. 


The  number  of  pupils  in  the  Institution  during  the 
year  has  been  unusually  small,  it  having  been  felt 
necessary  to  abstain  from  increasing  them  owing  to  the 
inadequacy  of  the  funds  to  meet  the  necessary  expen- 
diture. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  year  1871  the  number  of 
resident  pupils  was  36,  of  whom  6'males  and  1 female 
have  left.  In  the  course  of  the  year  4 males  and  1 
female  have  been  elected,  making  the  number  of  pupils 
at  the  close  of  the  year  34. 

A careful  investigation  of  the  necessary  expenditure 
of  the  Institution  has  been  made  by  a Sub-Committee 
who,  after  minute  examination,  concluded  that  the 
present  staff  of  teachers  and  domestic  officers  could  not 
be  diminished,  but  that  without  any  increase  they  would 
be  sufficient  to  take  charge  of  many  more  pupils  than 
are  now  in  the  Establishment. 

In  consequence,  an  appeal  has  been  made  to  the 
public,  and  to  this  some  generous  responses  have  been 
made  whereby  the  annual  income  has  received  an 
increase  of  £69  4s.,  and  also  a further  sura  of  £275  17s. 
2d.  has  been  given  in  donation.  This  has  emboldened 
the  Committee  to  elect  Six  Pupils  since  the  close  of 
the  year. 

The  state  of  health  of  the  Pupils  has  been  good,  and 
no  one  of  them  has  been  visited  by  malady  of  very 
serious  character. 

One,  and  only  one,  case  of  misconduct  calling  for  the 
interference  of  the  Committee  has  occurred,  with  this 
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exception  a good  and  orderly  disposition  has  prevailed 
generally  through  the  honse. 

The  Committee  have  to  lament  the  loss  by  death 
of  their  senior  Yiee  President,  Daniel  Cave,  Esq.,  who 
has  been  intimately  connected  with  the  management 
of  the  Asylum  from  a time  prior  to  its  Incorporation  in 
1 832,  first  as  a member  of  the  Committee,  and  for  the  last 
twenty-six  years  as  Yice-President.  At  his  advanced 
age  Mr.  Cave  had  survived  most  of  his  contemporaries, 
and  of  late  years  was  rarely  able  to  attend  our  meetings ; 
still  his  unabated  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  Institu- 
tion was  expressed  in  kind  letters  to  the  Treasurer, 
and  by  generous  dinations  towards  lessening  deficiencies 
in  the  funds. 

The  Chaplain,  the  Rev.  Canon  Knight,  says: — “My 
Report  of  the  reading  classes  in  the  Blind  Asylum  for 
the  last  year  forms  a contrast,  in  some  respects,  to  the 
Reports  of  former  years,  though  it  has  been  gradually 
tending  to  its  present  state  for  a considerable  time. 

“ Some  ten  or  fifteen  years  ago  the  male  pupils  were 
more  numerous  than  those  of  the  other  sex ; now,  for 
several  years  they  have  been  decreasing  in  numbers  as 
well  as  ability ; so  that  at  present  we  have  only  two 
small  classes  of  boys,  the  senior  class  having  lately  left 
us ; while  the  female  classes  continue  their  numbers  and 
evince  much  talent  and  progress. 

“ The  present  first  class  of  boys  have  read  but  a few 
chapters  of  the  book  of  Judges  and  the  book  of  Ruth. 

“The  second  class  have  read  the  hooks  of  Joshua, 
Judges,  and  Ruth,  and  showed  a fair  amount  of  know- 
ledge of  the  history. 

‘ ‘ The  first  class  of  girls  have  read  the  first  hook  of 
Samuel,  of  which  they  gave  a very  satisfactory 
account. 

“ The  second  class  have  read  the  two  books  of 
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Samuel  and  the  first  book  of  Kings,  in  which  they 
passed  a very  excellent  examination ; much  to  the  credit 
of  their  able  and  diligent  instructress. 

“The  third  class  consists  of  much  younger  girls, 
recently  admitted  into  the  Asylum  ; and,  allowing  for 
their  youth  and  the  short  time  they  have  been  under 
instruction,  they  passed  a fair  examination  in  the  chief 
facts  of  St.  John’s  Gospel. 

“ I have  continued  my  weekly  Catechetical  Lectures 
during  the  year,  and  I am  happy  to  say  the  pupils  appear 
to  take  much  interest  in  them  and  give  me  very  intel- 
ligent answers. 

“ Two  of  the  pupils  have  been  confirmed,  and  several 
of  them  have  become  communicants.  The  moral  con- 
dition of  the  pupils  in  general  is,  at  least  in  my  opinion, 
quite  as  good  as  it  has  ever  been  since  my  connection 
with  the  Asylum ; and,  with  the  exception  of  the 
instance  mentioned  in  the  general  Report,  no  case  of 
improper  conduct  of  any  kind  has  come  under  my  notice 
during  the  year.” 

Of  the  instruction  in  music  Mr.  Barrett  reports  that 
he  has  had  under  his  care  for  tho  organ,  harmonium, 
and  pianoforte  16  male  and  11  female  pupils,  and  that 
of  the  former  he  has  been  able  to  select  five  having 
sufficient  skill  to  officiate  as  organists  in  the  Chapel  on 
Sundays. 

Tho  choir,  though  reduced  in  number,  has  sustained 
the  choral  service,  and  the  Monday  rehearsals  have  not 
been  interrupted  except,  as  usual,  during  the  Midsummer 
vacation. 

One  young  man  who,  on  the  completion  of  his 
pupilage  in  October  last,  left  the  Institution,  is  an 
efficient  organist.  It  is  much  to  be  regretted  that  he 
has  not  yet  been  able  to  obtain  an  appointment  though 
earnestly  desirous  of  employment.

A late  pupil  has  been  permitted  by  Sir  R.  Gore 
Ouseley,  the  Professor  of  Music  at  Oxford,  to  dedicate 
to  him  a March  -which  ho  has  composed. 

The  assistant  blind  Teachers  are  competent  and 
assiduous  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties.  The  only 
cause  of  anxiety  arises  from  the  small  number  of  pupils, 
which  makes  it  difficult  to  fill  up  the  places  of  those 
from  time  to  time  leaving  the  Institution. 

In  the  last  Annual  Report  the  Committee  recorded 
their  sense  of  the  loss  the  Asylum,  as  well  as  the  public 
at  large,  had  sustained  in  the  premature  death  of  Dr. 
Symonds,  Honorary  Physician  ; they  have  much  satis- 
faction in  stating  that  the  vacant  office  has  been  filled 
by  the  appointment  of  Dr.  Henry  E.  Tripp. 

The  amount  of  goods  sold  has  been  small  as  com- 
pared with  that  of  the  prosperous  years  of  the  Institu- 
tion. The  same  causes  mentioned  in  the  Reports  of  the 
last  two  or  three  years  are  still  to  some  extent  in 
operation.  Lately  considerable  orders  for  baskets  have 
been  received,  creating  an  activity  in  the  workshops 
which  happily  still  continues,  but  which  did  not  com- 
mence till  near  the  close  of  the  past  year. 


Since  this  Report  was  written  the  Asylum  has 
sustained  another  loss  by  the  unexpected  death  of  Thos. 
Darnel,  Esq.,  Vice  President,  whose  genial  spirit  when 
presiding  at  recent  Annual  Meetings  must  he  fresh  in  the 
memory  of  all  who  have  been  present  at  those  gatherings, 
and  whose  donations  to  its  funds  were  neither  few 
nor  small.

1. — That  they  are  required  to  come  decently  clothed,  and 
with  change  of  clothes. 

2.  — That  if  any  applicant,  after  admission,  Is  found  to  he 
deficient  in  intellect,  afflicted  with  fits,  or  with  any  other  disorder 
prejudicial  to  the  Pupils  of  the  Asylum,  such  person  will  be 
immediately  returned  to  his  parish  or  friends. 

d 3.— Persons  applying  for  admission  arc  desired  to  observe  that 
the  object  of  the  Institution  is  not  to  provide  for  the  permanent 
support  of  those  taken  under  its  protection,  but  to  teach  them 
the  means  of  gaining  a livelihood  for  themselves. 

4. — Candidates  for  admission  must  in  all  cases  be  recom- 
mended by  a Life  Member  or  Annual  Subscriber  of  twelve 
months’  standing. 

5. — That  previous  to  the  admission  of  any  candidate  the 
friends  or  parishes  shall  pay  the  first  half-year's  board  money 
in  advance,  and  engage  some  respectable  inhabitant  in  Bristol 
to  become  responsible  to  the  Committee  for  such  half-yearly 
payment  always  in  advance,  and  on  failure  thereof  such  blind 
persons  will  be  sent  home  to  their  friends  or  parishes  ; and 
should  a pupil  leave  the  Institution  with  the  approbation  ol 
the  Committee,  but  not  otherwise,  before  the  expiration  of  the 
six  months,  the  balance  of  the  said  board  money  shall  be 
returned  to  the  parties  who  paid  the  same. 

6.  That  each  person  recommended  by  a Subscriber  or  Life 

Member  of  twelve  months'  standing  living  in  the  parish,  or  one 
adjoining  that  of  the  person  recommended  ( provided  the  other 
requisites  are  satisfactory),  be  received  in  preference  to  any  other 
candidates. 

7. — No  Male  Applicant,  who  is  under  Nine  or  above  Twenty- 
one.  Years  of  Age,  and  no  Female  under  Nine  or  above  Iwenty- 
five,  can  be  placed  on  the  list  of  candidates.
